Will Accept Nomination. 

Former United States Senator 
James B. McCrenry has made a 
formal announcement of his posi- 
tion with regard to being a candi- 
date for the Democratic nomina- 
tion for Governor. He dictated 
the following statement, which he 
said clearly sets forth his attitude 
in the matter: 

"Many Democrats have in per- 
son and by letter said to me that I 
should be the Democratic candi- 
date for Governor and if nominat- 
ed I would have «he unanimous 
support of the Democratic party. 
Of course, I nm very grateful for 
this evidence of confidence. I did 
not exptct when my term expired 
in the United States Senate to be 
a candidate again, but the solicita- 
tion of my friends and the kind 
editorials in a great many news- 
papers induced me to say to some 
of my friends who wrote me 
urgent letters that I would take 
the subject of my candidacy for 
Governor under consideration. It 
is probably about one year before 
a State Democratic candidate will 
be nominated. Yet I believe the 
time has arrived for me to give an 
answer in some form to my broth- 
er Democrats who have hon- 
ored me. 

"I believe the success of the 
Democratic party in the next State 
election should be paramount to 
individual success and I will do 
all in my power to have a State 
ticket nominated of Democrats 
who it is believed will be support- 
ed by the whole Democratic party 
and I will cheerfully support the 
nominees and make speeches for 
them. The party to which I have 
belonged all my life has honored 
me so often that I believe it is en- 
titled to my services, whenever 
they are needed or demanded. I 
believe any Democrat who is nomi- 
nated fairly by the State Demo- 
cratic convention should accept, 
and if I am honored bv being 
nominated as the Democratic can- 
didate for Governor I will accept."'

attend to, she must be gradually 
accustomed to the change from 
dry feed or the youngster will al- 
most surely scour from an over- 
supply of milk and the change in 
quality. It is safer to continue 
feeding grain to the mare for some 
time— all summer if she sems to 
need it and give her only a little 
grass at first, regularly increasing 
it as the foal becomes accustomed 
with her to the different feed. 
Sudden changes should be avoided.

By Way of the Sausage Mill. 

The sausage mill as a factor in 
beef cattle improvement is some- 
what novel but none the less wel- 
come. All things seem to be 
working together for the better- 
ment of our beef stocks. The 
price level senses h shortage, soil 
robbery cries out for diversified 
agriculture and altitudinous pork 
prices send the butcher to the bulls 
for sausage meat. Bologna sau- 
sage bulls have recently sold as 
high as $5.60 per hundred in the 
Chicago market, and a drag net 
has been cast over the country for 
them, so insistant is the demand. 
May its meshes be s> small that 
not a scrub escapes! 

This encourgement to cash in 
the animal whose masculine char- 
acter constitutes his sole useful- 
on the farm should lead to a 
radical revision of common farm 
practices in breeding. It opens 
thewaj to the disposal of the in- 
or male at B price which will 
far toward supplanting him 
with a sire of satisfactory blood- 
liness and character. The desir- 
ability of bulls of the improved 
breeds is not often disputed by 
American farmers, The defense 
of their use of scrubs is usually 
bulwarked in price. They declare 
they can not pay the price for 
"fancy" stock. The man who in- 
vented that term "fancy" asaplied 
to improved stock is apt to have 
an account to settle with bis Maker 
in the j idgment day, It is a prime 
stumbling block to farm stock 
improvement. At it many a far- 
mer shies and dings to scrub 
stock. 

With so small a margia betweea 

the sausage price of the bologna 
bulls and the moderate values now 
commanded by acceptable balls of 
the beef breeds, it should be easy 
to overcome the reluctance of the 
farmer to invest in blood that will

Alfalfa appears to be the ideal 
food for hogs, and pigs on alfalfa 
parture will make an average gain 
of 100 pounds in a season. The 
number of pigs that an acre will 
carry depends on the vigorous 
growth of the alfalfa and ranges 
from ten to twenty head. Accord- 
ing to the Kansas experiment sta- 
tion work, it took one bushc! oi 
corn to produce 7.56 pounds of in 
creased weight in the hogs, or 740 
pounds of cornmeal to make 100 
pounds gain in live weight. 

At the Canadian experiment 
stations the results of 4(>4 trials 
conducted with '2,1503 pigs gav 
for swine averaging thirty-eight 
pounds, to make 100 pounds gaii 
'293 pounds of food. The lighter 
the pigs the less food, proportion- 
ately, it Iook to make a pound of 
gain; the larger the animal the 
more food was necessary for 
maintenance. The experiments 
demonstrate that the more profit- 
able production was in medium 
rather than extreme weight hogs.
